W E MUST GET T O ROOT OF G EN ER A L STRIKE. 
A g eneral etrike is a fig ht in which labor transfers it? ef­ 
fort? from the economic to the political field. 
It is a fig ht in which the orig inal issue has become 
transformed into a symbol, so that men whom the orig inal 
is,?up in no way concerns become ready to g o into action 
for the s a k e of an abstraction 
Ultimately, the thing at 
stake is a thing ordinarily soug ht at th< ballot box. 
These thing s being so, the g eneral strike becomes aj 
fearful social phenomeno n— a 
development 
which 
be-j 
speaks a profound discontent lurking so mewhere below 
the surface. 
It is industrial 
warfare transformed into! 
something perilously like class war. 
Push it far enoug h 
and you g et to the very edg e o f revolution. 
Looking at the San Francisco dispute, therefore, is like j 
g azing ino a microscope in which some of the major so­ 
cial maladjustments of our time are mag nified on one 
slide. 
What we are seeing is no long er a disag reement 
between employers and employes about one 
particular 
point, but a knock-down strug g le in which all kinds of un­ 
mentioned g rievances are operating , on both cides, to pro-; 
duce determination and bitterness. 
And it becomes, for the moment at least, relatively un­ 
important who “ wins’’ in this fig ht— for. as a matter ot 
fact, nobody can really win, and the g eneral public is 
bound to lose. 
The important thing is that, all of the complex issues 
which combined to make such a disaster possible shall be 
passed in review and straig htened out; all of the thing s 
which made o rg anized labor, on the one hand, ready to 
go to almost any extreme in order to g ain its point and 
which marie the employers, on the other hand, read\ to 
fig ht to the last ditch before s u m ndering . 
For a disaster o f this kind does not bust on a co mmun­ 
ity’ out of a clear sky. 
Employers do n’t, foreg o dividends 
n order to win a labor dispute out of pure cussedness; 
working men do n’t quit, their jobs and g et out on the pick­ 
et lines .iust because the cool breezes off the Pacific have 
g one to their heads. 
So mewhere underneath th*» attractive surface of San 
Francisco’s civic life, there have been very deep and ser­ 
ious maladjustments. 
The g eneral strike \\ill he unreliev­ 
ed catastrophe unless it jars the g eneral public into a de­ 
termination to find out precisely what those troubles were 
and g et them set rig ht.
